A new proc«a» of manufacturing ar- 


tificial pearls Is said to equal any o* 
the methods heretofore employed in 
tho quality of 
the finished product,

It is based on 
the fact that certain alkali phosphates 
hive the property of rendering pure 
gelatin iridescent. Small glass beada 
are used as nuclei for the artificial 
pearls.

ring around each bead, is then applied 
with a small brush tho phosphate so- 
lution. This IH absorbed by the gela- 
tin, and is soon diffused through "the' 
coating of the bead. A,B soon as tho Ir- 
IdOBcent effect detiired lia» been pro- 
duced, which t«u»t not be accomplish- 
ed too rapidly, the "pearls" nro ex- 
posed to tho vapora of formaldehyde,

milk is not of any value as a food, 
which proves that we do no> study 
food values enough.^ Skim milk h»» 
all the valuable .properties of milk 
minus the cream, whhjh are- many. - 
The caspin is lpft, which Ms thfr pro* 
teid food of milk, andi is most^yalua* 
ble as a builder of tissue. 
- 


If you can spare it from the .pigs.- 


let the little people have it to drink, 
instead of water. If it must be bought,1 
you can liuy two or three quarts^of^ 
the skim milk for the price of one 
quart of whole milk,- and many most 
desirable dishes may'be made with Hi 
which can not be told from that mad»_ 
of whole milk. 


For example, the much-liked Indian 


pudding, which is made of corn meaL 
two quarts of milk, a cup of suet, su- , 
gar and a few raisins and an egg or • 
two. The skim milk may be used ex- 
actly as well, as the fat is all supplied 
by the suet. Mothers of large fam- 
ilies would do well to study the value 
of skim milk and buy much of'^it, in- 
stead of so much of the whole milk. 


A pitcher of milk on the table will 


be a great food saver in other more 
expensive foods. 


Skim milk alone, of course, -would" 


be an unbalanced ration, but combined 
with other foods which supply its fat, 
it makes a most-acceptable addition- 
to the diet. 


All the various creamy, soups which 


are made from milk can' be just aa- 
well made from the skim milk, and no- 
one need know the difference. 
For 


those who use milk in bread it is also- 
valuable. For white sauces, for cakes, 
muffins, griddle cakes, biscuit" and in. 
fact- anywhere the whole milk is used 
skimmed milk may be substituted. 


Rice and tapioca can be cooked with. 


skim milk, and it will be found good. 


When baking ham or chicken in, 


milk, which is a favorite dish with- - 
many, the skim milk may be used at 
much less expense. 


Codfish Chowder. — Take - a " half 


pound of codfish, a quarter 'of a pound 
of salt pork," a half dozen potatoes," 
three onions'all sliced, two quarts-of 
skim milk, salt and pepper. 
Cut 


the pork"-'into dice and put into a large 
kettle; try out until brown, add" the 
onions and slir until yellow, add the 
potatoes sliced and sufficient .water to- * 
cover. Have the codfish - soaked and' - 
shredded; add when'"the potatoes are 
nearly done, then- add" the" scalding 
milk, seasonings,-.a half dozen crack- 
ers. 
Serve hot;

on the stove or table; it makes a 
mark and 'a small tray or plate will 
hold a number of things and save the 
table or stove.

time, but it will drop off when least 
expected. 


Don't blacken a stove while hot, or 


don't blacken it at all, simply wipe 
it off with a damp and slightly greasy 
cloth and it will look and keep much 
better. 


Don't put damp clothes in the ham- 


per or clothes chute. They will mil- 
dew very quickly in warm weather 
or in a heated house. 


Don't use a good knife or spoon 


about the stove for cooking, for a 
ten-cent one will answer every pur- 
pose. 


Don't pour boiling water on grease 


^pots. 
Moisten the spots well • first 


%vith cold water and a bit of soda. 
Dish towels which are greasy should^ 
be treated in this way to keep them 
sweet. 


Don't allow soap to remain in tubs, 


pail or dish pan of hot water to'waste. 


Don't put soldered utensils on a hot 


stove to dry. 
Don't put tin dishea 


into greasy water. 
It spoils their 


brightness. 


Don't put linen soiled with fruit 


stains into hot soap suds. 
It fixes 


the stain. Put all stains in cold wa- 
ter first. If- obstinate; use a little ox- 
alic acid and see that they are well 
rinsed afterwards. 


Don't salt meat before cooking. 


Wait until It Is well seared over so 
that the flavor will be retained. 


Don't use steel knives or forks on 


fish, as the steel gives an unpleasant 
flavor to fish.

He was 
subsequently separated from his wife, 
but the latter joined hini when he be- 
came ill. Peck embraced Christian 
Science and regained his health, but 
brooded deeply over -his disgrace.

It is extremely difllcult for* them to 
memorize. 
The difilculty is so pronounced that 
mental arithmetic, aptitude at which 
depend largely on ability to memorizo 
the multiplication tables and tho re^ 
suits of various additions and subtrac­ 
tions, Is an art in which no great 
astronomer has ever been proficient. 
Conversely, prodigies at mental arith­ 
metic are rarely able to do any inde­ 
pendent thinking, even upon common­ 
place subjects. 
Upon his ability to memorizo de­ 
pends what science terms associative 
memory. This is the power to bring 
two subjects quickly into relation 
with each other, making for all thoso 
qualities which are now usually sum­ 
marized under tho popular term "effi­ 
ciency." 
Judged by these standards, tho 
great thinker is woefully "inefficient.'' 
Ho cannot remember isolated facts 
quickly, nor can ho remember superfi­ 
cially correlated facts very quickly. 
The Joke which the average man and 
woman will understand very quickly 
tho great thinker will undQrstand very 
slowly, not because his attention is 
wandering, but because it is laborious 
work for him .to let his associative 
memory recall Just why tbe thing 
which is so obviously funny to the 
average minded is out of perspective 
or out of proper proportion, or incon» 
gruous. 
For, according to Bergson, 
laugljter is occasioned only by things 
which aro not in proper relation to 
each other.

The celebration of Perry’j victory on 
Lake Erie recalls that the northwest

Oliver Hazard Perry, then a com­

ing his mettle, was a Rhode Islander 
iu charge of a fleet of gunboats guard­ 
ing Narragansett bay in the winter of 
1 yi2 13. 
Possessed, he said, “by an 
ardent desire to meet the enemies 
of his country/* lio applied for service 
on tho lakes. 
On the very day that

Uike Erie Ue Bent forward ilfty men,

Christmas Cookies.—Cream a cup of 
butter and a beaten egg and two ta­ 
blespoonfuls of cream, then stir 
in 
gradually two cupfuls each 
of 
flour 
and rice flour, with five tablespoonfuls 
of sugar. Roll out and cut with small 
biscuit cutter. 
Bake for ten minutes 
in a moderate oven. 


Reliable Mince Meat*—A pound each 
of raisins, currants, 
chopped 
suet, 
chopped apples, brown sugar, sultana 
raisins, half-pound 
of 
chopped 
al­ 
monds, an ounce of mixed spices, the 
rind and juice of three lemons 
and 
three oranges, with a pound of candied 
citron chopped. 
Keep two weeks be­ 
fore using. 


Marrons With 
Whipped 
Cream.— 
Cut rounds of sponge cake and place 
on each 
two 
preserved 
chestnuts. 
Sprinkle with a little of t4ie sirup and 
force a little whipped cream through 
a pastry tube around the chestnuts, 
Serve oii doily covered plates. 


Carrot Pudding.—To 
a 
cupful of 
chopped suet add a cup of grated car­ 
rot, two cupfuls of Hour, one-half cup* 
ful of sweet milk, one cupful of raisins, 
one cupful of currants, one-half-cupful 
of augar and ono and a half teaspoon- 
fuJs of baking powder, one-quarter of • 
teaspoonful each 
of 
cinnamon 
and 
cJoves and a 
quarter of a 
nutmeg, 
grated. 
Mix all together, adding the 
fruit last. Put in a buttered mold and 
steam throe hours. 
S^rvo with any 
kind of pudding sauce preferred. The 
following is not very common and is 
most excellent. 


Sauce for Plum 
Pudding.—'Melt a 
cupful of sugar in half a cupful of wa­ 
ter. Iset it boll for hvo minutes, then 
add a half cup of orange juice with tbe 
grated rind and tho Juice of 
half a 
lemon. Another sauce of three beaten 
eggs, a half cup of milk and half cup­ 
ful of sugar, with a teaspoonful of 
vanilla is a good suuce for any steamed 
pudding.

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DAINTY DISHES FOR CHRISTMAS. 


No holiday time will be just right 
with mince pie left out, so horo la one 
to place in the family archives, 


Rich 
Mince Meat«—Use beet with 
some suet, chop the meat fine and for 
every pound 
add 
two 
pounds 
ot 
chopped greening apples, a half pound 
each of purranta and raisins, a third ot 
a cup of citron sliced fine, the rind 
and juice of two lemons, a pound of 
sugar, a half cjip of molasses and a 
cup of cider. 
Add enough beef Juice 
to moisten, two teaspoonfuls each of 
mace and cinnamon, a half teaspoon ot 
ground cloves and salt to suit the 
taste. 
Cook 
until 
well 
aeaaoned 
through. Often one will find that more 
seasoning in needed; taste and try it 
until it tastes right. 
Usually a pie 
baked will be a good test and ono will 
then see what 
is 
lacking. 
Always 
serve mince pie warm for if there la 
anything unattractive it is a cold mince 
pie with bits of hard clammy suet 
mixed through it. 


Plum Pudding.—Boil a quart of milk 
and pour it on a quart of baker’# 
bread. 
Let this stand for an hour, 
then stir Into it one cupful of brown 
sugar, one cupful of suet which has 
been rubbed with a little flour, one 
cupful each of raisins and currants 
and one teaspoonful each of cinnomon, 
cloves, allspice, mace and nutmeg. Beat 
six eggs to a stiff froth and stir in. 
Butter a deep earthen dish and turn in 
the mixture. 
Bake 
four hours, or 
Bteam five. Serve with a rich sauce. 
Cream two* tablespoonfuls of butter 
and powdered sugar and vanilla, add 
a little whipped cream. 


Citron and Nut Cake.—Cream a quar­ 
ter of a pound of butter and ft half- 
pound of powdered sugar and the yolka 
of three eggs beaten, half a cup of 
milk, beat well and add a half pound 
of flour and two tablespoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder (using pastry flour), add a 
tablespoonful of vanilla and then fold 
in the whites of the eggs well beaten. 
Cut a quarter of a pound of citron into 
small bits with the scissors, add a 
quarter of a pound of chopped nuts, 
Bake in a round buttered pan. Cover 
with boiled frosting and decorate with 
pieces of citron cut to resemble mis- 
tletoo. The berries are made of piecee 
of the almonds cut round.
